cost the government anything. 
Farmers on the 6700 tract, of­ 
ficials of the Farm Security Ad­ 
ministration, office-holders of this 
district and citizens of the area at­ 
tended the program, held in t 
newly erected blacksmith shop ... 
the rear of the co-operative store. 
A stage had been erected and seats 
installed for the event. 
Hans Baasch, community man­ 
ager, who introducted the speak­ 
ers, presided. 
He gave some of 
the details about the progress of 
the project since its inception, as 
did R. C. Smith, regional director 
of the Farm Security Administra­ 
tion at Indianapolis, Ind. 
The 
afternoon 
program 
was 
part of a full day’s activities com­ 
memorating the first anniversary 
of the purchase of most 
of 
the 
land and given over to the dedica­ 
tion. In the morning guests were 
conducted on a tour. 
At night a 
program by the farm people them­ 
selves, depicting the steps toward 
housing them in their new units, 
was presented. 
Congressman Zimmerman 
told 
of the action of the 
government 
in taking care of farming people. 
“This is the beginning of an ex­ 
periment that will go a long way 
toward solving the social and eco­ 
nomic problems of this country,” 
he said. 
“It is my observation and hon­ 
est belief that no man occupying 
the White House has had a deep­ 
er welfare and concern for 
the 
common man than Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt.” 
The Congressman related how, 
when Roosevelt 
became 
presi-, 
dent, the condition of the farmer 
was distressing. 
The AAA 
and 
its subsequent law were 
created 
to adjust agricultural conditions. 
At the same time, he said, crop 
reduction meant less work on the 
farm. To take care of the people 
thrown out of work, 
Roosevelt 
and Congress devised the resettle­ 
ment program. 
Mr. Zimmerman 
praised 
the 
co-operative association and 
its 
idea of having the people pull to­ 
gether. “You’ve just started from 
here. 
It’s from 
here 
on 
that 
counts.” 
He said he hoped to 
see 
the 
project grow to include 300 
or 
400 families. 
“I assure you I shall vote 
for 
appropriations to put people on 
land so they can work out their 
own salvation.” 
Mr. Smith declared Mr. Baasch 
and his helpers had an enormous 
task, with so many things to be 
accomplished at once. 
When the 
project got under way, he said, it 
was finished by July 1 instead of 
Sept. 1, as w’as originally planned. 
The project was created, he told 
the farmers, 
because 
Congress, 
the President, the engineers of the 
Department of Agriculture 
and i 
their associates had confidence in 
the people. 
Important dates in the transac­ 
tion to buy the land and in 
the 
construction and 
occupying 
of 
units were given by Mr. Baasch. 
The acceptance* speech of 
the 
dedication was made by Carl E. 
Puckett, one of the 100 
farmers 
on the pro jet i, who is president 
of the La Forge Co-operative As­ 
sociation. 
“We want you to 
know 
that 
we’re also interested in other peo­ 
ple not so fortunate, 
and 
their 
needs, and hope that they can be 
taken care of too. 
We know this 
is not free, here, and we expect to 
pay out our debt.” 
A choir, composed of 
negroes 
on the project, rendered “I Shall 
Not Be Moved.” 
In the morning Mr. Baasch con­ 
ducted about 20 persons 
around 
the project on a tour. One of the 
new homes and barn units 
was 
inspected, as was the 
co-opera­

service and other features of the 
resettlement.

Buchanan County, the ‘ Central 
W estern G a lw a y ," 
situated 
on 
the Missouri River in the famous 
Platte Purchase country, was or­ 
ganized on December 31, 
1838, 
one hundred years ago this week. 
The county became a part of the 
state by the final annexation 
on 
M arch 28, 1837, of the Platte P u r­ 
chase country, which also includ­ 
ed the present counties of Platte, 
Andrew, 
Holt, 
Nodaway, 
and 
Atchison. 
Possibly as 
early 
as 
1803, 
thirty-four 
years 
before, 
Joseph Robidoux was trading with 
the Indians at Blacksnake 
Hills. 
In 1826 he again landed his keel
